Homestead Act, 


Ottawa, Ont., March 31.--Hon, Dr. 
Roche Monday announced a number 
ef important changes in the home- 
stead and pre-emption acts. These 
changes have been under considera- 
tion for some time and have for their 
object the Improvement of the posi- 
tion of the new settlers and the en- 
couragement of the cattle industry. 

The amendinents tothe Doutinion 
Lands act are of far-veaching impor- 
tance to the western homesteader, 
One clause reduces the time for se- 
curing patents on pre-emptions from 
six tothrvee years and abolishes the 
interest charges of five per cent. 
However, a homesteader has the op- 
tion of paying for his pre-emption in 
six years and in that case ls charged 
intevest during the last three years, 

Stock to Qualify 

Another important amendment al- 
lows homesteaders on land which is 
not of the highest grade to qualify for 
their patent by keeping stock instead 
of breaking land toa certain amount 
as at present. The first year there 
inwet be fiye head of cattle, in the se- 
cond year 10, and in the third 16.

“Leaving Port Colbournre the grain

There is 
still another method of elevating the | 
grain into the large ocean going ves- 
sels for the first method, generally 
speaking, is not practical. Usually

“We should be proud of the splen-! 
did facilities for handling grain, at 
Montreal. It is to be regretted that | 
so little a proportion of Canadian | 
grain goes by way of Montreal, but) 
this is largely by reason of the fact | 
that the canak are not deep enough to} 
allow the big boats to take the grain 
ti. entire route. The deepening of the 
Welland canal would help to enable the 
port at Montreal to take care of all 
Canadian grain. 

“Taking a hurried trip across the 
Atlantic, we finda new method of tak- 
ing the grain out of the heart of the 
ocean vessel—the pneumaticocean ves- 

se]—the pneumatic elevator. Here the 
| grain is sucked up into the elevator, 
and run through a spout into a barge. 
It is interesting to note that there is 
very little grain that goes from Can- 
ada ever gets on land again until it 
gets to the doors of the mills. To 
unload the ocean vessels on to the 
docks involves an expense and the 
thrifty English dealer avoids every 
possible unnecessary expense, 80 you 
see we have much to learn in reference 
to economical handling methods. } 

“The tramp steamer does not figure 
to any great extent in the Canadian 
Grain trade. Usually the boats carry 
other cargoes in addition to grain. In| 
case the grain goes into store at Liv- 
erpool barges carry the grain from the 
ocean vessel to the elevator where it 
is elevated up into the storage bins. 
The English elevators are of a differ- 
ent type to those in Cauada. They 
are solidly built and are also more art- 
istic. Another method of unloading 
the ocean steamer is the lowering of 
the leg into the bowels of the vessel, 
the grain is clevated and placed in the 
barges, and then is carried through the 
canals to the point of destination. 
There is hardly any grain carried by 
rail. Economy is recognized as a ne- 
cessity. I have yet to see a carload 
of grain on rail in Europe. Of course 
in this connection, the argument in 
this country is that the season is too 
short. In tho vorthérn countries of 
Europe, where the season is about as 
short a8 ours even there the grain is 
not shipped by rail. I believe it is|

| Canz should be investigated. If

The Vernon mill in London, Eigland, 
is a splendid type of English mill.

IN ANCIENT ST, PAUL'S 


HALIFAX CHU"CH IS A CENTRE 
OF HISTCAIC ASSOCIATIONS, 


Hatchments of Dead and Gone Not- 
ables Still Line the Gallery and 
Many Celebrated Names Occur 
Among Those Who Have Been 
Linked Up With Church — Built 
In Year of Capture of Quebec, 


| Do you know what is —a hatch- 
ment? Have you ever seen at hatch- 
ment? If not, when you are loafing 
about the aisles of old St. Paul’s in 
Halifax, after a Sunday morning ser- 
vice by the Rev. Archdeacon Armi- 
tage, do not fail to keep your eyes 
alert on the front of the big gallery, 
says Augustus Bridle in The Toronto 
Globe. 

If it were not for the hatchments 
of St. Paul's, along with a good 
many other affairs quite as mediaeval 
and redolent of arms and men and 
thumping history, this peculiar old 
wooden church in th» heart of Halifax 
might have been torn down and the 
site sold long ago for an office build- 
ing or an apartment house. 

In short, a hatchment is the coat 
of arms of some dead grandee or 
hero or man of action, done in colors 
by some painter and framed up to 
look as little like a real picture and 
as much like a frescoed Coor panel as 
possible. And Halifax had a lot of 
such men in her day. Most of them 
attended church at St. Paul’s. Some 
of them were scalawags and some 
were highly respectable, and they 
were all makers of Canada. And they 
left so many traces of their somewha‘ 
spectacular careers on Halifax that 
any account of St. Paul’s is impos- 
sible without at least some allusion 
to these colonial masters. Here liv- 
ed in the days of swagger and swash- 
buckling and scalping such pictures- 
que figures as the Duke of Cornwallis, 
founder of Halifax; Sir Fenwick Wil- 
liam, defender of Kars in the Cri- 
mean war; Col. John Inglis, of the 
Rifle Brigade at Lucknow; Sir Sam- 
tel Cunard and Sir Provo Wallis, ad- 
miral of the fleet; and the unconven- 
tional but quite royal Duke of Kent, 
grandfather of Edward VII., who 
built the tower clock on the hill to 
remind Haligonians that he was hav- 
ins as good a time in Halifax as he 
had a right to, being the King’s re- 
presentative. Besides whom there are 
governors galore buried beneath St. 
Paul’s—and Hon. Richard Bulkeley, 
first church warden and organist. 

St. Paul’s was built in the year 
that Wolfe took Quebec. They talk 
as familiarly about the General in 
the environs of St. Paul’s as though 
he were the godfather of the city, 
which he almost was, from his career 
at Louisbourg In the reign of good 
Queen Anne, The lumber was saw) 
in the mills of Boston and floated up 
in the old wooden ships into, the 
great harbor still big enough to hold 
the combined war fleets of the world. 
And the hammers that built St. Paul's 
of Yankee lumber should have been 
preserved and hung in the vestry 
along with the Queen Anne plate. 

Around the “Grand Parade” that 
made the uphill square about St. 
Paul’s the heroes and the plain peo- 
ple of Halifax made a brave show 
back in the 18th century. The grand 
parade is over, but the hatchments 
remain. The once clanking streets 
where spurs and cavalry horses and 
drilling battalions and swaggering 
sailc s held a sort of daily carnival 
are now much sobered down to the 
commonplace automobile and the de- 
livery wagon. Railway offices and 
hotel ’buses, newsboys and lumbering 
drays are doing their best to mal:e 
the “Grand Parade’ ‘a »art of med- 
ern everyday Canada, But St. Paul’s 
(twice enlarged since 1759) hangs on 
religiously to ‘he romantic side of 
life and history. It has been de- 
scribed as a London church of the 
18th century. It has at present a 
very sober-hued congregation of 
plain working foik, few of whom 
wear even top hats, But it has stuck 
as piously to what made St. Paul’s 
historically great as any of the cathe- 
drals of England that stabled Crom- 
well’s horsea, It has a perfect arch- 
reological collection of relics. There 
are brass plates and memorial tablets, 
Sculptures by Chantry and Gibson; 
communion plate that came from her 
Majesty Queen Anne, to wit — two 
flagons, height 13 inches (Anne); 
one chalice, 10 inches (George I.), 
and one alms basin (Anne). The 
visitors’ register contains hundreds of 
names of people who have taken up 
somebody's valuable time showing 
them about and telling them the 
story. 

That's what St. Paul’s is for—to 
the tourist. That way it resembles 
the rest of Halifax, which exists as 
far as possible to remind people of 
what used to be in’ the days when 
nobody got rich except by plunder, 
and when soldiers and sailors were 
thicker on the streets than Christie 
bats are to-day. You go to St. Paul's 
not altogether for divine service, You 
go to remind yourself that religion in 
some places is forever bound up wit" 
history, and that you can’t take stock 
in one without including the other 
What the great “t. Paul’s Cathedra!

‘the river to capture Quebec in the

IRON-ROAD EPIDEMICS, 


Why Railway Accidents Occur In | That Led To Valuable Discoveries and Norman Duncan Tells of a “Swag- How Some of the Startling Stage 


Cycles and at Certain Times, 
Like measles and smallpox, rail- 
Way accidents are epidemic, One bad 


case, {t would seem, breeds many 
others, 


Take, for example, the terrible ac- 


cident at Aisgill Moor which occurred 
recently in Great Britain, when fit- 
teen passengers were killed. This 
was immediately followed by no few- 
er than eight others, only one of 
which, happily, was attended by loss 
of life. But this was due to sheer 
good luck. 

The derailing of the Flying Scots- 
man at Chevington might just as well 
have developed into one of the most 
appalling catastrophes of modern 
times; while the two other week-end 
accidents which took place at Black- 
burn and Ludlow respectively, were 
of precisely the same kind that have 
been attended by many fatalties upon 
other occasions. 

What causes these epidemics of ac- 
eidents, which, by the way, occur 
regularly in cycles of years? It is 
hard to say. One theory, largely held 
by railway men, is that they are due 
to carelessness, begot of over-confi- 
dence, which is due, in its turn, to 
long immunity from serious disaster. 

Another is that they are brought 
about—in part, at all events—by cli- 
matic causes, and this theory might 
quite conceivably account for a cer- 
tain type of accident epidemic—like, 
for instance, the remarkable series of 
derailments that took place all over 
the various railway systems of the 
worla during the cold and wet au- 
tumn and winter following the excep- 
tionally sodden summer of 1888. 

A landslide, destroyed in one case 
anentire excursion train running be- 
tween Salandra end Grassano, in 
Italy, killing th'rty-two people. This 
was on Oct. 20, and on the 29th of 
the same month the Imperial train 
wa derailed near Borki, South Rus- 
sia, from a similar cause, the Tsar 
being injured, and above a score of 
people killed. A little later a tunnel 
collapsed in the Rhondda and Swan- 
sea Railway, in Wales, causing the 
loss of seven lives, 

Another kind of accident epidemic 
is, there is reason ti believe, due to 
malice; in other worcs, and to put it 
bluntly, to deliberate train-wrecking. 

This, although the guilty parties 
were never caught, is believed to be 
the explanation of the alerming ser- 
{es of minor accident to trains which 
took place early in 1907, in the Huck- 
nall Tarkard district of Nottingham- 
shire, 

And to this cause can be ascribed 
with absolute certainty the somewhat 
similar series of accidents to Midland 
passenger expresses in 1898; for the 
perpetrator, a man named Tomlinson, 
was actually caught piacing his cun- 
ningly-devised obstructions upon the 
line, and received the well-merited 
sentence of twenty years’ penal ser- 
vitude, 

Epidemics of railway accidents oc- 
eurring at Christmastide are alarm- 
ingly frequent, and these are, no 
doubt, due to derangements in the or- 
dinary working of the lines, occasion- 
ed by the heavy and unusual holiday 
traffic. In fact, this was the actual 
finding, in almost so many words, as 
regards the cause of five out of the 
seven accidents which happened in 
December, 1870. 

No theory, however, that can be de- 
vised, will account satisfactorily for 
an epidemic like the one that broke 
out in the summer of 1873, when no 
fewer than twenty-three railway acci- 
dents, some of them of an exceeding- 
ly serious character, “were recorded 
in seventeen days. 

Two of these happened on the same 
day—August 23rd—and resulted in 
sixteei deaths. The worst, that near 
Wigan, which killed thirteen people, 
was due toa mysterious derailment; 
and a few days later another pracise- 
ly similar inexplicable disaster occur- 
reu on the Northeastern Railway near 
Hartlepool, causing three deaths and 
enormous destruction of rolling stock. 
Yet another of this extraordinary 
group of accidents was due to a cow 
getting on the Southwestern Railway 
line near Guilford. 


Why? 

Talking of suffragettes, that talent- 
ed English actress, Miss Eva Moore, 
says that the best answer to the eter- 
nal question, “Why should women 
have a vote?” was given to her by 
an anti-suffragist who went to a meet- 
ing with an open mind, but got no 
satisfaction of any kind till Mr. Aus- 
ten Chamberlain made his famous 
epigram, when he gave as his reason 
for women not having the vote, that 
“Men are men, and women are wo- 
men,” “‘If,’’ pertinently asks the anti- 
suffragist, ‘‘men cannot entirely un- 
derstand women, nor women alto- 
gether comprehend men, why, then, 
should either be considered able to 
define and settle laws for the other?” 


Enormous Antarctic Coal Field. 


The deposits of coal discovered by 
the Shackleton and Scott expeditions 
in the Antarctic will perhaps prove 
to be one of the largest unworked 
coal fields in the world, Wild, of the 
Shackleton . expedition, © discovered 
seven seams of coal outcropping in a 
great cliff face of sandstone and 
shale, The thickness of these seams, 
inclusive of a few clay bands, was 
seven feet. Specimens chopped out by 
Wild with his ice axe have been ana- 


lyzed at Sydney and show the coal 
to be of workable quality. Scott's 
geologists traced this fleld for a dis- 
tance of 650 miles, extending north- 
ward from the head of the Beardmore 
glacier.

LUCKY ACCIDENTS, 


Inventions, 

Valunble discoveriere have been 
made and vaiuable inventions sug- 
gested by the veriest accideats, 

The origin of blue tinted paper 
came about by a mere slip of the 
hand. The wife of William Ba@t, an 
English paper maker, accidentally let 
a blue bag fall into one of the vats of 
pulp, Tho workmen were astonished 
when they saw the peculiar color of 
the paper, while Mr. Bast was highly 
incensed over what he considered a 
grave pecuniary loss. His wife was 
so much frightened that she would 
not confess her part init. After stor- 
ing the damaged paper for four years, 
Mr. East sent it to his agent at Lon- 
don, with instructions to sell it for 
what it would bring. The paper was 
accepted as a “purposed novelty,” 
and was disposed of at a big price. 
Mr. Bast was astonished at receiving 
an order from his agent for another 
large invoice of the paper. He was 
without the secret, and found him- 
self in a dilemma. Upon mentioning 
it to his wife, she told him about the 
accident. He kept the secret, and the 
demand for the novel tint far exceed- 
ed his ability to supply it. 

The power of lenses, as applied to 
the telescope, was discovered by a 
watchmaker’s apprentice. While hold- 
ing spectacle glasses between his 
thumb and finger he was startled at 
the suddenly enlarged appearance of 
a neighboring church spire. 

The art of etciing upon glass was 
discovered by a Nuremberg glass cut- 
ter. By accident a few drops of aqua 
fortis fell upon his spectacles. He 
noticed that the glass become corrod- 
ed and softened where the acid had 
touched it. That was hint enough. He 
drew figures on glass with varnish, 
applied the corroding fluid, then cut 
away the glass around the drawing. 
When the varnish was removed the 
figures appeared raised upon a dark 
ground, 

Mezzotint owed its invention to the 
simple accident of the gur barrel ofa 
sentry becoming rusted with dew. 

The swaying to and fro of a chan- 
delier in a cathedral suggested to 
Galileo the application of the pendu- 
lum, 

The art of lithographing was per- 
fected through suggestions made by 
accident. A pocr musician was cur- 
ious to know whether music could 
not be etched upon ston? as well as 
upon copper. After he had prepared 
his slab his mother asked him to 
make a memorandum of such clothes 
as she proposed to send away to be 
washed. Not havin. pen, ink and pa- 
per convenient he wrote the list on 
the stone with the etching prepara- 
tion, intending to make a copy of it 
at leisure. A “ew days later, when 

-bout to clean the stone, he wonder- 
ed what effect aqua fortis would have 
upon it. He applied the acid, and 
a few minutes saw the writing stand- 
ing out in relief. The next ste ne- 
‘essary was simply to ink the stone 
ind take off an impr ‘sion. 


The composition of which printing 


rollers are made was discovered by a 
jalopian printer... Wet being able to 
‘find the pelt ball, he inked the type 
vith a piece of soft glue which had 


‘allen out of a glue pot. It was such 
in excellent substitute that, after 
nixing molasses with the glue, to 


rive the mass proper consistency, the 
id pelt ball was entirely discarded. 

The process of whitening sugar was 
liscovered in a curious way. A hen 
hat had gone through a clay puddle 
vent with her muddy feet into a su 
rar house. She left her tracks on a 
vile of sugar, It was noticed that 
vyherever her tracks were the sugar 
yas whitened. Experiments were in 
stituted and the result was that we 
‘lay came to be used in refining 
sugar. 


Home Rule and Crime. 

The official return of criminal sta- 
istics for Great Britain and Ireland 
‘or 1912 has just been published and 
he figures are very interesting. There 
s a decrease of 335 in the number of 
versons convicted of indictable of 
‘ences in Ireland. The number of 
such offences in England was 11,340; 
n Ireland, 1,465. 

Of those convicted in Ireland 77 
‘ame from Great Britain, 91 from thé 
‘olonies and 41 from foreign coun 
ries, leaving the remainder, thos¢ 
born in Ireland, 555. Dublin shows 
846 cases of drunkenness per 100,000 
of the populatio. ; the proportion for 
Belfast being 1,342 and for Derry 
2,388, both in the province of Ulster 
and the only centres of opposition to 
home rule. The Irish police force 
numbers 11,845; English, 51,203, and 
Scottish, 5,654. There are eight po- 
lice for every indictable offence in 
Ireland; four and one-half in Eng- 
land, and three in Scotland. The cost 
of the Irish police in 1912 was $7,- 
500,000, an increase of $34,660. As 
crime decreases in Ireland the police 
force increases,

In the last ten years India has drawn 
more than $65,000,000 of gold, 
which is almost one-fourth of the 
world’s production in that time, from 
the western world, and the greater 
part of it has disappeared from the 
usual channels of trade and inance, 
To draw this immense amount 
from the commercial world, and pay 
for it in goods, is, of course, an econo- 
mic drain on India. Yet it does not 
seem to suffer more by the process 
than does the rest of the world when, 
thinking it has gold for general use, 
it discovers that the part of its 
imagined supply which goes to India 
is lost as completely as if buried. 
Appropriate Trade Names,

an astonishment which still kept him 
laughing. What these savage women 
were about, wandering the country 
without men, far from their tribe, he 
could not discover; but as they were 
daubed with clay he concluded they 
were mourning some death, What 
amused him was this: that as he 
rode near he was, to his dumbfound- 
ed amazement, addressed in lacka- 
daisical English, by one of the young 
women (he vowed) who was not only 
the dirtiest, but quite the nudest and 
most primitively unconcerned of all 
the chocolate ‘mob.’ 

“*Really,’ she drawled, ‘don’t you 
find the weather rawther oppres- 
sive?’ 

“At this the swagman blasphemed 
his surprise. 

““Tf you were to address me in 
French,’ said the young woman, with 
sweeping dignity, ‘I should have no 
difficulty in comprehending you.’ 

“It turned out that this aboriginal 
maiden had, according to her story, 
been reared from childhood by a lady 
of Adelaide, that she had reverted to 
the bush and was then with her 
tribe. Whether for good and all she 
did not know; she might return to 
the lady some day—to play the piano: 
And she tittered like a schoolgirl 
(said the swagman); she chaffed and 
giggled and chattered in the most 
flirtatious manner of the settlements, 
not in the least perturbed, moreover, 
being now in the bush, by the shock- 
ing fact that she was in the garb of 
the bush.” 


To Reclaim Soudan, 


Work has been commenced on an: 
other great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
gation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan, It is believed it can be made 
to add enormously to the cotton out- 
put of the British Empire. The tract 
which 1s to be watered is known as 
the Gizra territory. I. lies between 
the Blue and White Niles, below 
Khartoum, and consists of 1,500,000 
acres, The force and flow of the two 
rivers is sufficient to water the entire 
district when properly harnessed. 
[he proposal is to build two dams 
south of Khartoum, one over each of 
the rivers.

PANTO TRICKS,

Effects Are Secured. \ 


Visitors to the various pantomimes 
in London are annually puzzled by | 


ence. Children and grown-ups alike | 
g@0 away wondering how it is done, 
but a peep behind the scenes reveals 
how simple are the solutions ‘o these 
stage mysteries. 

One of the best pantomime illu- 
sions produced in recent years is 
“The Growing Candle,” which to the 
people in the audience is a most 
mystifying affair. A comedian set- 
tles down to read in a haunted cham- 
ber, by the light of a shorf candle 
set in a large candlestick on a table. 

As he reads, the candle com- 
mences suddenly to grow, sprouting 
from its stick until it has attained 
the height of about eight feet above 
the table. For a moment it remains 
high up in the air still burning 
brightly, until suddenly, with a swift 
swish, it rushes back into the candle- 
stick and completely vanishes from 
the sight. The trick is accomplished 
as follows: The candlestick is a 
hollow one, and is placed over a hole 
in the table, connected with a metal 
tube running down to the stage. 
This tube is concealed from the view 
of the audience by the front leg of 
the table. 

When the time comes for the can- 
dle to grow, an assistant under the 
stage pushes a long pole, the thick- 
ness of the candle and painted white, 
up through the table, forcing the 
candle high into the air. Then he 
suddenly allows the pole to slip 
through his fingers, giving the effect 
of the vanishing candle as already 
described. 

The means by which falling snow 
is allowed to filter evenly down on 
to the stage are very ingenious. A 
large canvas sheet is hung across the 
stage into the wings so that it forms 
a sort of bag. 

In the centre of this bag the torn 
paper snow is deposited, where it 
lies out of harm’s way until the time 
comes for the snow-storm to take 
place. 

A favorite trick of the pantomime 


demon’s is to deliver his speeches 
on a darkened stage with brilliant 
flashes of fire coming from the 
sword in his hand each time he 


strikes the stage with it. 

The sword is connected with an 
electric battery concealed under the 
demon’s cloak, and instead of strik- 
ing the bare stage, as the audience 
imagine, he really scrapes a plate of 
metal sunk flush with the floor 
boards so that electric sparks are 
produced, 


Polar Bears In England. 

We do not know why man should 
claim the right to outrage the feel- 
ings of any animal he pleases, and 
keep them under unnatural and un- 


wholesome conditions for his own 
purpose. We are told that every 
year, about this season, the polar 


bear at the Zoological Gardens, Lon- 
don, gives birth to one or two cubs, 
who, however, invariably die from 
pneumonia after a few days, says The 
Animals’ Friend.

To Purify Clay. 

An electrical process for purifying 
clay, brought to the notice of the 
WMnglish Ceramic Society by Dr. W. R.

The emulsified clay is partially 
‘oagulated by adding electrolytes, 
and is further purified by passing 
through a vessel having electrodes 
liffering by 60 to 100 volts,

nosited as a continuous blanket four 
ond one-half fee. wide and a quarter 
of an inch thick. Even fine particles 
are removed, and the solid product 
nay contain as much as ninety-nine 
and five-tenths per cent. of china 
clay.

MAY GET TO TORONTO. 


McCord Collection Has To Find Homé 
Soon, Says Owner, 

Toronto University is likely ta 
have an opportunity of obtaining a 
collection of antiquities, of natural 
history specimens and of relics of the 
early days of Canadian history which 
is the only one of its kind on the 
continent. 

This collection will go to Toronto 
if McGill University turns down the 
offer which has been made to it of a 
free gift, and it appears likely that 
the Montreal university will do so as, 
for the past several years, the McGilB 
authorities have refused to accept 
the charge of the collection on the 
ground that they have no building 
suitable to house it, 

The collection is the property of 
David Ross McCord and has taken 
years to gather. Part of it was in- 
herited from his father, Col. the Hon, 
John Samuel McCord, a former judge 
of the Supreme Court of Lower Can- 
ada, and since the present head of the 
family retired from the active pursuit 
of the legal profession many yeara 
ago, he had added considerably to the 
collection, notably in the historical 
department, 

Mr. McCord has offered this collec 
tion to McGill, accompanying his of- 
fer of the free gift of the collection 
with an offer of continuing to add to 
it on the same present lev>l and to 
remain curater of its as long us he 
lives, free of charge to ihe university, 
The offer was renewed recently and 
has been again turned down by Mec- 
Gill, on the grounds that they had 
no building in which to house it. 

Mr. McCord states that as a college 
is the proper place in which to house 
the collection, he will offer it to To- 
ronto. ‘I am very near the three 
score and ten,” he sald, ‘‘and no pru- 
dent man would permit the matter to 
longer remain unsettled, 

“Any universiy with which this 
collection is associated would at once 
become not only the historical centre 
of Canada, but the repository of 
many of the most valuable articles 
in the world and a site for pilgrim.
